HALF DIMES/20-CENT PIECES 


The pieces shown here are from Krause Publication’s 1999 Coin and 
Paper Money Calendar, which features strange denomination U.S. coins 
and these are on the September calendar....the half dime and the 20- 
cent piece. The half dime is easy to figure out. It was the 
denomination that rested comfortably between the dime and the cent 
and today is commonly called a nickel. First struck in 1794, the 
denomination “SC.” (later expressed as “Half Dime”) wasn’t added to 
the coin until 1829. Half dimes continued to be struck through 1873, 
in silver, and were ultimately replaced by copper-nickel five-cent 
pieces, first minted in 1866. 


The 20-cent piece never enjoyed the popularity or longevity of the 
half dime. First suggested by Nevada Sen. John Percival Jones, 
under the guise of aiding Western merchants in making change, the 
coin was really an outlet for burgeoning silver supplies. The public 
wasn’t inspired, silver continued to decline in value, and coinage of 
the 20-cent piece ended in 1878, a scant three years after it began.

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ODD USES FOR COINS....

What’s a coin good for besides spending? How about serving as a symbol of 
love, a teething ring, or maybe as a cure for a dreaded disease---or to ward 
off witches. 


Over the centuries, coins have served many more functions than mere 
economic ones! 


“Love tokens” were popular a hundred years ago--and they’re prized by 
collectors today for their beauty and sentiment. In the 1800’s, a beau would 
commission a jeweler to shave off the back of a coin and re-engrave it with 
his true love’s initials--or maybe a heart, or some other fancy design. 


These same beaus, now married and settled down, might have given their 
babies silver dollars as teething rings. It’s not unusual to find silver-dollar 
coins punched with holes, and attached to a cord. The cord was used to 
attach the coin to the baby’s clothes. Large coins were used for safety 
reasons--they were too big to be swallowed. 


“Touch Pieces” were credited with cures from ancient times through the 
1700’s. Some people believed kings could cure them--either by touching 
them directly, or with a coin that had the King’s portrait on it. In England, a 
gold coin that showed St. Michael defeating Satan was a popular ‘touch 
piece’ for centuries. The coin took on the powers of an amulet or charm. 
The afflicted person wore the coin around his neck until he was cured--or 
until he died of the disease! 
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In Colonial America, one popular belief was that a coin, especially a 
Massachusetts shilling, showing a pine tree--would ward off witches. The 
coins were bent in two, and worn around the neck--or nailed to the rafters of 
houses to protect the dwelling. And since few witches remain in New 
England today--using bent coins to ward off the evil must have been pretty 
effective!

PASSOVER: .z...8 By David Vagi 


April 6th begins the Jewish holy days of Passover. Jews around the world 
will sit down to a special dinner, called the Seder, to commemorate one of the 
most momentous events in their history...the Exodus. 


The Bible tells us that more than 3,000 years ago, God commanded Moses to 
tell the Egyptian Pharaoh to let the Israelites go and allow them to return to 
the Promised Land. When the Pharaoh refused, the Jews were told by Moses 
to sacrifice a lamb and smear its blood on their door posts - a sign that it was 
a Jewish home. That evening, an angel entered the homes of the Egyptians 
and killed the eldest son in each household. Late that same night, Moses was 
told to take his people and leave Egypt immediately. 


In an old Jewish song of the Passover, a reference is made to one of the most 
prolific of all Jewish coins. The song’s lyrics include the line, “One sheep, 
one sheep, my father bought one sheep for two zuzim.” 


80 oy Rye 


The word zuzim is a Rabbinic name mentioned in the Talmud. It refers to a 
silver coin, about the size of our dime, that was made during the Bar Kochba 
revolt of 132-135AD. when the Jews fought to oust their Roman rulers. The 
Bar Kochba coins are often crude in appearance, because they were made by 
striking over Roman coins. They’re usually uneven, and part of the original 


« Roman design still show through. 


By striking their own coins over the coins of their Roman oppressors, the 
Jews made a statement...that they would obliterate the Roman presence and 
create something distinctly Jewish. The Bar Kochba coins are a living 
monument to the goals of the Jewish revolt. They bear patriotic inscriptions 
that speak of the redemption and freedom of Israel. 


So even though Passover took place much earlier in history---centuries before 
cols were even invented - the legacy of the brave Jews who struggled 
against their Roman oppressors during the Bar Kochba war lives on through 
coins.

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A PRICELESS CONFEDERATE 
HALF DOLLAR 


By Mark Van Winkle 


Sometimes the best advise Is “Be careful what you ask for...you might 
get it 


Just after the Clvl War began, the Confederate government made plans 
to produce Its own half dollars at the mint In New Orleans. Four 
specially prepared coins were made and given to_ high-ranking 
Confederate officials, including President Jefferson Davis. Little thought 
was given to the coins during the rest of the war. But over the next 
hundred years, their reputation grew to legendary proportions—since 
they were the only legitimate half dollars struck during the years of the 
Confederacy. 
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In the 1950's, a well-known coin collector and dealer named John Ford 
told a friend he wanted one of the Confederate half dollars so badly 
that he would even mortgage his house to pay for it! In 1961, while 
Ford was at a coin show, a dealer offered him one of the common 
restrikes, or copies, of the Confederate half dollar. These had been 
made in the late 1870's, more than 10 years after the Cwl War 
ended. tt was 10:30 at night and Ford had been on the convention 
floor for 13 hours. He barely glanced at the coin, but paid the 
dealer’s rather high asking price. 


Ford immediately showed the coin to a friend who offered him a 
profit Ford agreed, and the coin traded hands for the second time In 
less than five minutes. Later the friend told Ford that the coin was 
one of the four originals, not one of the common restrkes. Several 
weeks later, Ford repurchased the coin, at a considerably higher price - 
though not so high that he had ta mortgage his house.! 


Ford later discovered that his coin was the one Jefferson Davis had 
carried as a pocket piece throughout the CMI War. It was In Davs's 
pocket when he was captured by Union soldiers on April 16,1865

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THE LIBERTAS AMERICANA MEDAL

Monday, July 5 may be Monday, but for many people it’s a welcome 
day off to celebrate the nation’s birth and its glorious history. People 
across the country have spent the weekend celebrating at picnics, 
parades, and concerts, and by watching spectacular fireworks. But 
one of our founding fathers, Ben Franklin, celebrated the Fourth of 
July by having a famous medal made. 


Ben Franklin was living in France, representing the Continental 
Congress, when the War for Independence ended. He wanted to 
commemorate the American victory and, at the same time, retain the 
support of our ally, France. 


He commissioned the renowned French artist Augustin Dupre’ to take 
Franklin’s design and transform it into a medal. The medal was called 
“Libertus Americana,” or “American Liberty” - and it turned out to be 
. a masterpiece. The font side features the head of a beautiful Miss 
Liberty, with unbound hair flowing in the wind. Over her right 
shoulder is the rod of Liberty and a “pileus cap,” the symbol of 
freedom from slavery since Roman times. At the bottom is the date 
JULY 4, 1776. This design most certainly inspired America’s first 
coins, the 1793 cent and half cent.

The medal’s reverse side shows an allegorical scene. The infant 
Hercules- representing the infant nation, America-is shielded from the 
British lion by the goddess Minerva, representing France. In Hercules’ 
infant hands are two crushed snakes, representing the recently 
defeated British armies.

The medals were made in bronze, silver and gold. The two gold 
medals were given to King Louis XVI and ,Marie Antoinette. They 
were apparently destroyed during the French Revolution. About 50 
silver medals were given by Franklin to high-ranking French and 
American officials. About 500 were made in bronze; these were given 
to Franklin’s personal friends and to George Washington, to give to 
his best soldiers. So all the medals that exist today were once 


handled by Ben Franklin.

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THE LINCOLN CENT’S 90! BIRTHDAY 
by Bill Jones 


The Lincoln Penny was first issued on August 2, 1909 to an enthusiastic 
public. Before the Mint released the new pennies, everyone was excited 
about the coin that commemorated the hundredth anniversary of Lincoln’s 
birth. And even though the treasury stockpiled millions of Lincoln cents 
before their release - they couldn’t get the coins into circulation fast enough. 


Newsboys did a brisk business that first day, selling the new coins for as 
much as five cents each! 


The Lincoln penny was President Theodore Roosevelt’s pet project. In 1907, 
Roosevelt was posing for artist Victor David Brenner. During their 
conversations, Brenner mentioned he was working on several Lincoln 
projects-and he showed the President a plaque and a medal he had completed. 
Roosevelt became enthusiastic about the possibility of using the Lincoln 
portrait on a coin, and the Lincoln cent blossomed from there. 


The new coin featured a profile of Lincoln that was based on a Matthew 
Brady photograph. The back of the coin featured two shafts of wheat that 
partially encircled the words ONE CENT and UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA. - 


The first examples of the coin had the artist’s initials, VDB, at the bottom of 
the reverse side. But even though the initials were not obtrusive, people 
objected to them-and the initials were removed just a month later. It created 
two varieties of the 1909 Lincoln pennies that were made at the Philadelphia 
and San Francisco mints. The San Francisco Mint produced a small number 
of cents with the initials, resulting in the famous 1909-S VDB Lincoln cent-S

for San Francisco Mint. Today, this penny is worth several hundred dollars, 
depending upon its condition. 


Brenner’s initials were restored to the coin in 1918. This time, the letters 
VDB were placed under Lincoln’s shoulder and were almost too small to be 


seen.

lola, Wisconsin, is approximately 275 miles north of Chicago IL, where 
the 108" ANA convention was held in mid-August, and about one 
hundred numismatists took a very special four-car train from Schiller 
Park In Chicago, to Wapaca, WI, a village about 15-20 miles from lola. 
There were many more than 100 attending this special trip, but this is 
about the 100 or so who were on the train. 


We were all the guests of Krause Publications, which prints Numismatic 
News, as well as about 400 other hobby publications. It was 
Numismatic news, however, that was Chet Krause’s first venture in the 
publishing business, in 1952. There were a number of SDNS members 
among the train passengers and we all agree it is hard to find the 
words to describe this fantastic finish to the ANA convention. The trip 
took about 7 hours as were put on a siding a couple of times to 
allow scheduled freight trains to use the rails. (The return trip took 
less time, as we were not side-lined) 


There were four very fancy cars to this train, including an observation 
car, dining car, ‘baggage’ car and private compartments in each of these 
cars but the baggage car. Food and drink (open bar) was served both 
on the trip to Wapaca and on the return trip to Chicago on Tuesday 
morning. There were kitchens in two of the cars, and the service was 
impeccable! There were several Krause staff on the train, seeing to 
our every need - Cliff Mishler and Chet Krause, along with Jackie 
Baldwin, who orchestrated earlier reservations, were kept busy. 


There were a number of the ANA staff who were unable to leave 
the convention site at the 1:30 PM departure time, so a charter bus 
brought nearly a dozen more to Wapaca on Sunday night, and some 
of those made the return trip on Tuesday morning.

The 34D Cent About Buried this Coin Buyer!

The first and only time | placed an ad to buy coins | 
had some good buys and, well, there were others. 

I'd been a member of this coin club about a year and 
thought it was my time to reach out for some old 
stashed coins in Nebraska. 

Since I was going to spend the summer of 1964 there 
after graduating from San Diego State, | decided to 
place an ad in my hometown newspaper, Aurora News- 
Register. It was a 4x10-inch ad and | listed the key small 
coins back to the 35-cent. 

| didn't have much money just out of college -- about 
$100 -- but wanted to see if | could double my money. 

So, | waited by my parents’ phone when the paper 
came out. | placed the ad only once, but people kept 
responding all summer -- even bought a county judge's 
roll-top desk for $29 and sold it for $350 here. 

| went to a Little League game to pick up a 14D cent 
EF chocolate for $27.50. I sold it for $150 at El Cajon 
Swap Meet. A 31S cent cost me $10 and it was 
auctioned for $30 at our club meeting at Vasa Hall. 

| was Offered a large cent with some luster -- an 1845 
as | recall -- and paid $5 for it, which turned out to be a 
mixed-up coin with 43 and 44 sides worth $150. I sold 
it to Harlan White for $100. 

Those were the best buys, but I also made money on 
another 50 coins or so. 

Now, the bad buy: I made a mistake in the ad paying 
50 cents for 34D cents. One farm woman had three 
rolls of them. I didn't even think to say it was an error. | 
paid her $75 and got the phone to John J. McCurry, 
another coin club member, for a loan. 

So, 35 years later, | still have most of those 54D cents 
and now | can make a profit --- but I've become attached 
to them and cherish their costly history.
